Arrayed in a glittering panoply of uniforms of 
several nations, 60 top European military planners 
were 
ushered 
through 
a 
whirlwind 
tour 
of 
Vandenberg’s missile test sites yesterday by U.S. 
Defense Secretary James R. Schlesinger and Gen. 
Russell E. Daugherty, commander in chief of tne 
Strategic Air Command. 
It was the highest level visit to the coastal 
aerospace mecca since the presidential and vice 
presidential arrivals of the 1960s ICBM boom. 
For the 
foreigners, 
representing 
six-member 
countries of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO), the outing was described as “a great morale 
booster.” President Gerald R. Ford last 
month 
conferred with NATO leaders in Europe m part to 
reassure them that the fall of South Vietnam does not 
signal a slackening of U.S. will or capacity to honor its 
defense committments. 
Included in yesterdays 
entourage were the defense ministers, or their aides, 
of Belgium, West Germany, The United Kingdom, 
Italy, Turkey and Denmark. 
All of these nations are by treaty protected by the 
umbrella of U.S. nuclear weapons, including the types 
of intercontinental missiles routinely test fired at 
Vandenberg. The top level war planners touched down 
at 10 a.m. yesterday aboard twin Air Force VC-9 
“nifhtengales” as a prelude to a two-day meeting in 
Monterey this week of NATO s Nuclear Planning 
Group. This organization sets NATO nuclear weapons 
policy for the defense of Europe. 
“It was a great morale booster for the defense 
ministers of the NATO countries and all the NATO 
officials to see this perfect system and aU the 
guarantees that surround it from misuse, said NATO 
Secretary General J.M. A. H. Luns of Belgium. 
“We have the greatest respect for the technical 


achievements which have been shown to us and I 
doubt whether there is something in the world that 
can match it, whether in Russia or in other 
countries,” said Luns. 
“I saw the French missile system which, of course, 
is far more modest. But this is something which has 
impressed us all immensely . ” 
Asked if the Monterey talks might lead to a shift in 
joint plans for the defense of Europe, Schlesinger 
said “I would anticipate no radical changes coming 
out of this meeting. The NATO strategy has been one 
of flexible response and what we have been doing is 
make small adjustments as we improve our weapons 
systems as the strategic threat varies But the basic 
policy of flexible response will remain.” 
Daugherty, considered by some to be the most 
powerful 
American 
in 
uniform, 
opened 
the 
presentation by giving his top level guests a secret 
briefing. He then looked on quieUy as they were 
guided through the electronic caverns of Mmuteman 
and Titan ICBM launch capsules underground, amid 
the clatter of still news cameras and the whirr of tv 
movie equipment. No test launch was scheduled for 
the 
guests’ 
special 
viewing, 
in 
accordance, 
spokesmen said, with Air Force policy. 
His shock of white hair tossed by mesa gusts 
Schlesinger nursed his perennial pipe and sauntered 
thoughtfully at the head of the procession. The 
secretary was asked if he thought the U.S. should 
exert stricter control over American sales to non­ 
nuclear nations of nuclear equipment for peaceful 
purposes, such as power plant machinery. Debate 
over these sales has grown because some of this 
equipment generates byproducts like plutonium which 
can be used to fabricate atomic weapons. 
“I think that over the years ahead that we will be 
looking increasingly to more secure, stringent 
methJds of policing in this area,” he said. Schlesinger 


termed that the country now imposes “fkhrty 
stringent 
safeguards” 
against nuclear weapons 
proliferation through this route. 
He added: “What I’ve said is that we must be 
continually monitoring those safeguards to see where 
improvements can be brought in. But 1 think they are 
stringent and they can be made increasingly so^ 
The VIPs motored around the base in a fleet of 
small buses rented from a number of Los Angeles 
area firms. Accompanying Schlesinger in the first of 
two well-appointed lead limosines were Luns, of 
Belgium, and three Turkish representatives. Belgium 
made big news recently by chosing the American- 
made F-16 fighter over the hotly competing French 
Mirage F-l in a huge aircraft procurement pact that 
has been tagged “the arms deal of the century. 
France is no longer a NATO signatory. Because of its 
central location, Turkey has been considered a 
cornerstone of NATO defense tactics. But American 
relations with that country have been blustery days 
since the Turk ish invasion of Cyprus. 
After emerging from the missile capsules, the 
braided and bestarred visitors and their American 
hosts reconnoitered the base and its environs from 
helicopters A pilot said later that one of the sights 
that most caught the airborne foreigners’ interest was 
the dazzling quiltwork of Lompoc’s blooming flower 
fields.

County supervisors by a 3-2 vote late 
Friday raised their own pay five per 
cent from $16,400 to $17,220 annually 
Supervisors Frank 
J. 
Frost 
and 
Robert E. Kallman voted against the 
proposal, and Frost said he would not 
accept it. He said constituents of the 
supervisors had oppoed a pay boost for 
the five men on the board. 
Voting for the pay boost were Board 
chairman Francis H. 
Beattie, 
and 
Supervisors 
James 
M. 
Slater 
and 
Harrell Fletcher. The raise takes effect 
after 
passage of a county salary 
ordinance. 
The board, before closing hearings of 
the 1975-76 county budget, also by a 3-2 
vote, took action to raise salaries of 
management employes — including 
department 
heads 
and 
assistant 
department heads — five per cent for 
those earning to $22,275 and 2V* per cent 
for those earning more. Slater and Frost 
opposed this motion 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson said he would not accept an 
increase 
The actions had taken place at a 
private executive session and were 
revealed publicly just before hearings 
on the budget were ended after two 
weeks. 
Management employes also have been 
offered added fringe benefits which will 
total $42,000 a year in county costs. 
The board closed public hearings after 
wrestling with a record-high $102- 
million 
proposed 
budget 
which 
threatened a $1.22 tax rate hike to the $4 
level, close to the $4.03 mandatory limit. 
By shaving some $3-millk>n or more 
from the budget the board has now 
gotten to the point where the increase 
might still hover “between 95 cents and 
$1” according to Auditor-Controller 
Paul Floyd. 
Floyd estimated the five per cent pay 
raises awarded the bulk of county 
employes the 
past 
two 
weeks — 
including personnel of the striking 
firemen and service employes unions — 
with management also included, would 
total about $1.3 million in county tax 
costs, with gross increase of about $2.3 
million.

A cheapo Las Vegas vacation plan 
being offered through the mail is being 
investigated 
by

officials for the possibility of fraud 
Lompoc 
residents 
have 
recently 
reported that they have been receiving 
letters apprising them they are eligible 
for a two-day stay in Vegas, complete 
with 
lodging, meals and gambling 
privileges, for a $15 registration fee. 
According to the letter the names were 
chosen by computer 
Suspicious recipients, many bilked by 
a similar scheme two years ago, notified 
the Attorney General’s office, which is 
now investigating the offer, along with 
other agencies. 
According to Jim Cuneo of the 
Attorney General’s office, the Columbia 
Research, Corp., of Chicago, 111., the 
firm making the offer, is apparently the 
brainchild of one Raymond D. Anderson. 
Anderson is currently wanted in Los 
Angeles on charges stemming from a 
similar mail order operation in 1973. In 
that one 90,000 people, who paid $15 each 
for a sampler kit of products, lost their 
m oney 
when 
the 
M arketing 
Development, 
Corp., 
headed 
by 
Anderson, went bankrupt. 
Cuneo said “This is apparently the 
same guy, sending out the same type 
letter and the same type of operation. 
We are still in the process of checking it 
out. 
“If the people who send in their money 
get what they ’re supposed to then it’ll be 
legitimate. But I serously doubt that’ll 
happen,” he said. 
According to Cuneo, not many people 
have taken advantage of the offer He 
advises those who do so to proceed with 
extreme caution.

dealing with alcoholism in Lompoc Valley.) 
As in any situation, when it comes to alcoholism, one 
deals with individuals, not categories-a P^int stressed over 
and over in recent weeks as this reporter talked with those 
who deal with alcoholism in Lompoc. What is right for one is 
not necessarily right for another. With the formation in 
March of the North County Alcoholism Coordination 
Committee 
an 
effort 
was 
initiated 
to 
increase 
communication and cooperation among alcohol related 


tr R^resenUtivesSof the Lompoc Farm House.SantaMana 
SPAN 
Inc., 
S.M.A.R.T. 
(Santa 
Maria 
Alcohol 
Rehabilitation Team), the Santa 
Cente^’ 
Bridge House in Santa Maria, Mental Health Services and 
Alcoholics Anonymous (AA) meet monthly to talk sbout 
new methods of alcohol treatment, legislation dealing with 
alcoholism and their problems and successes. 
Representatives of most Lompoc agencies feel they are 
open to the needs of the individual and are willing to refer 
him to any group that might help him more than they can. 
All are either free or based on an individual s ability to pay. 
County Mental Health Services have two ways of dealing 
with alcohol problems. One is their outpatient clinic, which 
Drovides individual or group counseling on a weekly basis. 
The oUier is the Day Treatment Center which provides

coordinator of the county alcohol 
Droeram 
works as a counselor and consultant in the 
AunLtient clinic He averages 30 ongoing cases at a time 
a T s^ ro u g M y IS people a week. In additton he acts as a 
^ sS u n tto o th er alcohol programs in the community. 
Inti« initial stages he may talk wuhaperson on « a week 
for an hour, sometimes m o r e as the occasion arises, says 


LaRocco. As the program becomes established, he and his 
client may stretch out the time between visits 
“Most of the people I see are employed and are family 
people,” said LaRocco. 
. 
They may be anywhere from 18 to 55 years old, mostly in 
their early 20’s to 40’s, he said. 
Pat Tulloh, coordinator of adolescent services with 
Mental Health, talks with those between the ages of 14 and 
18 
“Very few of those I deal with have alcoholic as a primary 
label,” said Ms. Tulloh “Alot have alcohol problems but I 
couldn’t say how many ” 
She works with them from very brief crisis intervention to 
long term treatment of one year or more. In that time she 
may talk with them once a week-sometimes more, 
sometimes less, depending on where they’re at in therapy, 
she says. 
Not everyone LaRocco sees can be helped by weekly 
counseling sesssions while living at home. In such an 
instance, he may refer them to the Farm House or one of 
the seven in-house recovery homes in Santa Barbara, the 
Bridge House in Santa Maria or the detox recovery facilities 
in Santa Barbara or Santa Maria.

“Most of my referrals are made within the community, 
saMJ | zbRo c c q. 
The Farm House is under contract with Mental Health to 
provide a three bed detox and three bed recovery home. 
When this is filled, LaRocco must consider referring peop e 
to areas in Santa Maria or Santa Barbara. A lot of people 
are resistant to being placed outside of the community, he 
said 
“You do with what you have I’m sure when the Farm 
House expands, as they have plans to do, we ll be able to fill 
everv bed ’ ’ 
Mental Health’s Day Treatment Center provides partial 
hospitalization 
as 
an 
alternative 
to 
long 
term 


hospitalization, according to center director Bill Clarke^ 
Residents of the center may benefit by intensive treatment 
four days ‘a week while continuing to live at home. 
Associations with friends and relatives are maintained. 
Residents at the center might be from 13 years old to 
retirement age. Most are between 30 and 45, according to 
Clarke. Presently the center has 50 people. 
“Alcohol as a problem is usually blended with something 
else ” said Clarke “Twenty per cent of those here may 
have alcohol as a secondary problem 
With a staff of nine professionals, the center offers 
medication, occupational and social therapy as well 
a 
number of group activities and outings. 
Like the Farm House recovery program, the Day 
Treatment Center is a voluntary program^ In each of the 
three phases of treatment the resident works up a contrac 
with goals he must meet as a condition of participating in 


An intake contract might list goals like: “come to the 
center six hours a day, stay out of jail, stop drinking, or 
“come to the center an increasing number ot hours, 
increase social contact, stop stealing. 
r

Clarke refers to the Day Treatment Center as a 
“therapeutic minicommunity where an individual can shed 
his community roles and get honest feedback 
The Dawn House and the Drop In Center are youth 
oriented They provide a haven for youth and young adults 
wto might not go to AA, Mental Helath or the Farm House 


V°TheDawn House, a growth development center for young 
adults, draws roughly 60 people per month. Maybe 35 pe 
cent of those might have some fonn o 
f 
w,th 
alcohol according to Dawn House director Jerry Lodes 
“I think Lompoc has an extremely high aico^lproblem 
says Lodes “When you see 18 year olds with two DWU 
(driving while intoxicated» behind them, this is really 


indicative of an alcohol problem 
As a retired military person, Lodes feels that the military 
environment contributes to Lompoc's drinking problem 
Neither those at the Dawn House or the Drop InCenter 
feel that young people have more of a problem with alcohol 
than adults.

“It’s proportionate to the adult population, says Lodes 
“Kids are no different from anyone else percentage 
wise,” says Lew Copeland, director of the Drop In Center. 
“I think that adults think that any kid that drinks has a 
drinking problem That’s a laugh to me.” 
Lodes feels that factors which contribute to the alcohol 
problem are the lack of social entertainment in the area for 
young people, the lack of meaningful employment, the lack 
of vocational education and the low opinion students hold of 
the schools Why should they go to school until their 18 when 
their friends did and still can’t find jobs'? 
Copeland feels that lots of kids drink because alcohol is 
more available, cheaper and more predictable than other

Fire Chief John Risdon was

But last year, the number of divorces in Reno 
declined -in sharp contrast to a rapid rise in 
the divorce rate elsewhere in the United States. 
One reason is other states have liberalized 
their laws, and Nevada’s are almost strict by 
comparison.

The Senate had approved a

These were among ideas before 25 university 
and government experts gathering today at the 
high-security Ames Research Center for a study 
of “the visionarv concent of cities in space —a 
comparison of ideas on where human beings 
could 
best 
emigrate 
outside 
earth’s 
environment. 
__ 
“The group will concentrate on reducing 
theory to engineering, social and economic 
considerations to see what really would be 
needed to send human colonies to new homes in 
space,” said a spokesman for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration facility 
It is at Ames that rad» telescopes constantly 
scan the universe for signs of intelligent life 
One consideration is an orbiting community in 
a 
space 
habitat 
proposed 
by 
Princeton 
University’s Dr. Gerard O’Neill. Such an 
artificial planetoid could be made by using raw 
materials from the moon or asteroids. 
Once built, said O’Neill, the planetoid could be 
the base for construction of a collector of solar 


energy, which would be converted to electricity 
and beamed by microwave to Earth 
Taking a new look at the planet Mars as a 
target for human migration will be coordinated 
by Ames’ Dr. Robert MacElroy. He said the red 
planet was more like earth than any other in the 
solar system. 
“The trick is to build a breatheable 
atmosphere in what is now an alien environ­ 
ment,” MacElroy said. 
Theorists, he said, believe this could be 
accomplished in a matter of decades if 
conditions were created where algae-like 
organisms 
would 
use 
solar 
energy 
and 
photosynthesis to make oxygen, such as green 
plants do on earth. 
He said these conditions may be possible if a 
way is found to irrigate the planet with water 
suspected to be in or under the soil. 
The problems of colonizing space “are 
staggering but maybe within the grasp of 
current technology,” according to a joint 
* statement by NASA’s Richard Johnson and 
William Verplank of Stanford University. 
They said it was time to make such 
assessments should mankind ever want -o r 
need —to leave Earth

little luck Upping the new 
wealth of Arab nations. 
“The information we have is 
that it doesn’t seem very likely 
Nevada 
will 
see 
a 
large 
infusion of the petrodollar from 
the Arabs,” says Philip Han­ 
nifin, chairman of the Nevada 
Gaming Control Board. 
In fact, it may be tougher for 
gambling groups to raise funds 
from any sources to build a 
multi-million dollar casino. 
Several Nevada groups have 
tried to secure financing for 
new hotels from the Arab 
nations. All have failed —for a 
variety of reasons, Hannifin 
said in an interview. 
First, 
he 
said, 
is 
the 
traditional desire by 
Arab 
rulers for anonymity and the 
relucUnce to be investigated. 
When persons invest large 


sums in Nevada casinos, they 
are subjected to a extensive 
background investigation by 
the sUte to insure there are no 
ties with the underworld. 
So far, wealthy Arabs have 
shown a tendency to make only 
short-term loans in western 
countries. Nevada’s gambling 
fraternity would need a long­ 
time deal. 
There also is a belief held by 
many sects in the Moslem 
religion that gambling and use 
of alcoholic beverages is sinful, 
says Hannifin. “Therefore con­ 
nection with such enterprises 
would be viewed as embarrass­ 
ing to them.” 
In Arab nations, Hannifin 
said, the money belongs to the 
government 
and 
the 
royal 
family is the government and 
also the religious and spiritual 
leaders. 
“There is a great concern for 
religion," he said. 
Some Arabs have slipped 
quietly into Las Vegas to try 


their luck at the Ubles with 
their new petrodollars. But in 
one recent case when it was 
publicized 
the 
Arabs 
had 
gambled heavily, a behind-the- 
scenes furor arose both in Las 
Vegas and in the Mideast, he 
said. 
To build a first-class hotel- 
casino costs tens of millions of 
dollars and Nevada banks don't 
have the capital to finance such 
massive undertakings, accord­ 
ing to Hannifin. He estimated a 
consortium of all Nevada banks 
could come up with $10 million. 
He said banks like short-term 
debts and the gaming industry 
needs long-term loans. 
The problem of getting loans 
to build new casinos may get 
worse in the future, Hannifin 
says. As the federal govern­ 
ment moves more into the 
money market to borrow funds,

It is no more. Virginia City’s 
oldest resident, KateTannehill, 
84, made the final call on the 
hand-cranked instrument. 
Kate, who worked as an 
operator on the system in 1906, 
was in the Sundance Saloon. 
She cranked up her friend Alice 
Brynes at the Pipers Opera 
House four blocks away. 
A simple ceremony followed 
—five women in black, hum- 


ming the funeral march, placed 
flowers on the antique phone.

customers in the area got a dial 
tone. 
More efficient, perhaps —but 
somehow just not the same.

The Bucks will be giving up the man many 
consider to be the most dominant force in 
professional basketball In return they will get 
Smith, a center who is a great shot blocker but 
has had his troubles; Winters, a second year 
guard from South Carolina, and two unproven, 
although highly touted, rookies. 


Smith averaged 10.9 points and 11 rebounds a 
game last year and was the second leading shot 
blocker in the league with 2.9 blocks a game 
Winters played behind Gail Goodrich and Lucius 
Allen and averaged 11.7 points a game Meyers, a 
6-foot-8 forward, averaged 18.3 points and 7.9 
rebounds for the NCAA champion Bruins and 


Bridgeman, 6-foot-5, carried a 15 5 point average 
for Louisville. 
There’s no doubt that the Bucks would have 
liked to keep Abdul-Jabbar, but they were forced 
into the position of either trading him or taking a 
chance he would play out his option and then sign 
with someone else And there was no doubt about 
the sincerity of Abdul-Jabbar’s wish to move to a 
more cosmopolitan location.

He moved onto Milwaukee's East Side where 


the hip and straight, old and young, black and 
white, live together in harmony. But he still was 
unable to indulge his desires 
He had converted to the Islamic faith, a 
religion that is not widely practiced in Mil­ 
waukee He is a jazz music fan, but there is little 
jazz in Milwaukee. 
During the end of last season there was a brief 
flurry when he admitted he had asked the Bucks 
to trade him. He said he would honor his contract, 
but would prefer to play in either New York or 
Los Angeles. 
On the road, AbdulJabbar often ate alone in his 
room, and he rarely accompanied his teammates 
to nightspots At home he was a reclusive figure, 
preferring the solitude of his apartment to the 
hassles that accompanied any public foray.

ROME (UPli — lUiians are 
voting

elections expected to test the 
strength of the Communist 
campaign for a role in the 
coalition government. 
The two-day voting, which

Sunday, 
provided 
a 
showdown between the Chris­ 
tian Democratic-led coalition 
and the largest Communist 
party in the West. 
But elections officials said 
many Italians took advantage 
of the warm, sunny weather 
Sunday to pass up the first day 
of voting and visit the beach. 
A total of 74.1 per cent of the 
electorate voted Sunday, a drop 
of two per cent frcxn the last 
regional elections in 1970. 
The voting for 15 of 20 
regional councils and more 
than 6,000 provincial and city 
councils pitted the Christian 
Democrats, the largest party in 
Italy, against the Communists, 
the second largest. 
* 


The Communists have been 
demanding a voice in the 
coalition government —made 
up of the Christian Democrats, 
Republicans, 
Socialists 
and 
Social Democrats. The Social­ 
ists have supported the Com­ 
munist bid for an “historic 
compromise.” 
The Christian DeiiKicrats, 
who have ruled Italy without 
interruption for the past 30 
years, have strongly opposed 
any Communist role in running 
the country. 


The Communists and Social­ 
ists were expected to make 
small gains in the elections, but 
the Christian Democrats hoped 
to pick up votes from the neo- 
fascist Italian Social Move­ 
ment. 
Politicians said the govern­ 
ment may fall if the Commu­ 
nists 
and 
Socialists 
make 
considerable gains and the two 
leftist parties keep pushing for 
brmging the Communists into 
the coalition. 


Profumo in favor, 
says 'past is dead' 


LONDON (UPD-John Profimo, disgraced in a 1963 scandal 
with party girl Christine Keeler, says his return to favor won’t 
change his new life as a social worker. 
“I will be back there at my desk on Monday,” Profumo said 
after Queen Elisabeth II honored him for his welfare work among 
the poor of LondtHi’s East End. 
The queen nnade Profumo a Commander of the Most Excellent 
Order of the British Empire Saturday, a doien years after he 
resigned in disgrace as secretary of state for war. 
“The past is dead,” Proftano said of the queen’s decision to put 
him on her birthday honors list “Everybody has been so kind” 
Profumo has been working without pay for Toynbee Hall, a 
welfare agency aiding the un^rprivileged of London’s East End, 
since being forced from office in 1963. 
“All I want is to retain my anonymity and to continue my work 
at Toynbee Hill.” the wealthy Profumo said. 
The discovery that Profumo shared the same mistress with 
Capt. Eugene Ivanov, the deputy Soviet naval attache in London, 
touched off a scandal that rocked the British establishment. 
Profumo told Parliament he never had sexual relations with the 
woman -20-year old Christine Keeler —but he later admitted it 
was a lie. He said he had tried to protect the feelings of his wife, 
actress Valerie Hobson 


Thieu living like a hermit 


TAIPEI (UPI) — Former South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu lives like a hermit 
on Taiwan --^kies nothirig, goes nowhere and 
refuses to talk about his future plans. 


The man widely Warned for the fall of his 
country to the Conununists has been staying at a 
high-walled suburban villa since he slipped into 
Taipei before dawn one day in late April aboard 
a U.S. Air Force transport plane. 
One of the security guards assigned to protect 
him said 'Thieu has left his residence only five 
times in the past six weeks, includuig a visit to 
Pm ident Oiiang Kai-shek’s tomb and a 
downtown shopping trip. 
He spends most of his time inside the house or 
sitting in the garden, chatting with his brother, 
Nguyen 
Van 
Kieu, 
former Vietnamese 
ambassador to Taipei, or other relatives who 
fled to Taipei before the fall of Saigon. 
Often he sits by himself, hxAing at the sky 
and appearing to be in meditation, the guard 
said. 
One official source said Thieu has not spelled 
out his plans to the Taiwan government. 
"Frankly, we just dcMi’t know what he plans to 


do and he is not telling us,” be said. 
“He first gave us the impression that be 
would only sUy here for a couple d weAs and 
then move on to join his children in Britain or 
Switierland.” be said. “It has been nearty seven 
weeks now and he is sUll here. 
Other observers said Thieu probably fears his 
life would be in danger if he goes anywhere 
outside Taiwan. They said some Vietoamese 
exiles may want to “punish” him and othm 
may want the gold they think he brought with 


Thieu apparently feels safe in Taiwan, Nftlch 
is ruled ^ martial law and where no political 
assassination has been recorded for more than 
20 years. 
It’s now known how much, if any, gold Thieu 
may have broui^t with him to Taiwan. 
n t four-engine C1I8 plane that brought him 
to Taipei carried “countless pieces of luggage,” 
witnesses at the airport reported. They said 
porters were barred from touching the bags. 
“Most of the luggage was big and appeared 
heavy and none of it was subject to customs 
inspection,” one witness said. “So your guess U 
as good as muie what they mi|^t contain.”

The recommendations of the panel 
headed by Dr Frank Stanton are what 
the information function of the USIA be 
given 
over 
entirely 
to 
the 
State 
Department, leaving aside only the 
Voice of America 
Frank Stanton was 
the 
chairman 
for 
many years of the 
U n ite d 
S t a t e s 
Advisory Commission 
on Information 
The 
Commission’s report 
to Congress in 1970 
ra ise d 
questions 
implicitly 
answered 
by Dr. Stanton in his 
recommendation 
to 
incorporate USIA into 
the State Department. 
The report consisted, in part, of an 
open examination of basic questions. 
“To what extent,” the Commission (of 
which I was a member) wrote, “ought 
USIA to think of itself as an advocate?” 
It went on to ruminate: “Certainly to 
the 
extent 
of 
correcting 
factual 
misstatements. If the Soviet Union 
broadcasts that there are a million 
political prisoners in the United States, 
clearly the Voice of America should 
reply that such is not the case, arid 
devise persuasive ways of convincing its 
listeners of the truth of our denial. 
“It is however still another question 
whether the U.S. Information Agency 
should reply by saying, But, there are a 
million political prisoners behind the 
Iron Curtain; indeed, there are several 
hundred 
million 
political 
prisoners 
behind the Iron Curtain if you will 
accept the proposition that the lack of 
any political freedom is the equivalent 
of political imprisonment.’ 


“ And then, assuming that USIA goes 
on from rebuttal to the waging of its own 
offensives, to what extent — another 
conception of the USIA’s role — ought it 
to 
harmonize 
with 
the 
prevailing 
political mood7 Should its broadcasts 
and dispatches rise and fall in exact 
synchronization with, for example, the 
spirits of Geneva, Camp David, and 
Glassboro? How ought USIA to handle 
situations such as the Cuban Bay of Pigs 
incident in 1963?” 
It is offensive to the orderly western 
mind that the VOA, an agency of the 
government, 
should sound different 
from the Secretary of State at a banquet 
in Moscow. The two-track approach 
does not bother the Soviet Union in the 
least, whose ideological hostility in its 
official journals (there are no unofficial 
journals) 
is 
undeviating. 
The 
Commission in 1970 was aware of this 
alternative role.,.. 
Professor Zbigniew Brzezinski once 
brilliantly focused on the problem with 
VOA by saying that “it lacks the morale 
of the BBC during the world war.” He 
went on to recall that the BBC, whose 
great moment was during that war. was 
the rallying base for the anti-fascist 
world. We are not engaged in a world 
war involving amphibious landings by 
great armies and the pulverization of 
great cities. But we are engaged in a 
very great war of the mind. 


In a recent article Jam es Burnham 
writes that if any other country in the 
world had impartially duplicated the 
trangressions of the Portuguese rulers 
against political freedom, by now “there 
would 
be 
thousands 
of 
meetings, 
conferences, demonstrations, speeches, 
editorials, columns, sermons, and tv 


specials denouncing the fascist officers 
and their infamous violations of all 
human, civil and political rights.” What 
could bring Portugal into obloquy? 
“Suppose 
the 
Portuguese 
military 
regime should tomorrow — it is not 
quite 
conceivable 
— 
suppress 
the 
Portuguese Communist Party, then the 
day after tomorrow a global campaign, 
comparable in scale and ferocity to 
those 
mounted 
against 
the 
Greek 
colonels or now in operation against the 
Chilean military junta, would begin.” 
The absorption of USIA by the State 
Department will mean, gradually, the 
emasculation of a service distinguished 
by its public responsibilities in a nuclear 
world shared with Communist rulers. It 
is not now recommended that the more 
evangelistic Radio Free Europe and 
Radio 
Liberty, which beam into the 
heart of Eastern Europe and Russia, 
should be similarly absorbed; but wait, 
wait. That will be fore tomorrow. 


“In the Soviet Union,” Solzhenitsyn 
said in answer to a question put to him 
at a press interview in December, “we 
find great support in every word that is 
broadcast from the West in Russian, and 
in every item that appears in the 
Western press. The problem is the need 
for more information, for, I repeat, we 
cannot even find out about the majority 
of the victims of oppression. Sometimes 
their 
names 
are known, 
but 
the 
correspondents get tired of them and 
begin to forget. Ogurtsov, for example, 
was thrown into a psychiatric hospital 
after eight years’ imprisonment, but 
everyone got tired of talking about 
him.” 


Today we are tired. Tomorrow we will 
be more tired.

FEC stumbles 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The birth 
of a bureaucracy is always chaos to 
behold, or to endure for that matter, but 
some sort of new standard for turbidity 
must be emerging as the Federal 
Elections Commission continues to try 
to break out of an egg laid last year. 
Talk about bemusement in Washington. 
As a FEC secretary said the other 
afternoon 
while 
she 
surveyed 
the 
confusion 
in 
the agency, 
“Doesn’t 
anybody here know what’s going on?“ 
The 
commission 
was created by Con­ 
gress during the 93rd 
session 
along 
with 
passage of the Fed­ 
eral Campaign Prac­ 
tices Act. Its assigned 
task: to monitor the 
raising and spending 
of campaign funds in 
all future federal elec­ 
tions. Thus far it has 
monitored 
nothing 
disorientation;

handled like this agency has been

inadequate. Nobody knows how many 
employes will eventually be hired, the 
guess is between 140 and 200, but what 
with files and other paraphernalia a

June 30. Curtis says extention is routine. 
But he’s preparing all arguments and 
evidence for Congress, just in case. 
Even with extention, moreover, the 
commission’s prognosis is not cheery. 
The campaign practices act which 
brought it into being is under challenge 
in the courts as unconstitutional — 
opponents say it violates as many as 100 
democratic 
principles, 
including 
separation of powers. Thus, were judges 
to agree in the negative, the FEC, in 
essence a law enforcement body, might 
be left without a law to enforce. In that 
case, says Curtis, who is rinsing his hair 
which 
under the circumstances 
is 
understandable, “we’d be out on our 
__ _ »» 
ear. 
Naturally enough, nobody at the FEC 
likes to muse much about what may 
happen or, too, what has happened to 
their agency. The time is now, the 
windows need washing, the desks are 
yet to be arranged, cockroaches are in 
the corners and nobody can find a 
typewriter eraser. About all anyone can 
do is try to muddle through. 
Including Commissioner Tom Curtis. 
During his confirmation hearings he was 
asked, as a former congressman, if he 
would have personally voted for the 
campaign practices act which created 
his agency. He said no. There is very 
little reason to believe he’s changed his 
mind. 


Drug price 
advertising 


If we were to live in San Francisco and, as a result of life 
in a big city, have high blood pressure, a common drug for 
our doctor to prescribe would be Raudixin. 
Following our doctors appointment, en route to our 
neighborhood and the comer drug store—the drug store 
with which we have done business for more than ten 
years—we might pass several chain drug outlets we 
seldom shop in. We may feel they are too big, too 
impersonal, too noisy. And besides, Charlie, the owner 
and pharmacist in the neighborhood, knows us, provides us 
with a charge account, and sometimes delivers drugs to 
the house if we can’t make it into the store. 
What we might not know is that the price we might pay 
at Charlie’s for Raudixin could very well be up to four 
times more than the price we might pay at one of those 
chain stores we passed on the way home. Why? Primarily 
because of the services and convenience Charlie offers 
that the chain stores don’t. Of course, it’s just as possible 
that the price at Charlie’s may he less than that paid at the 
chain store, the point that it is unlikely we would know the 
difference without being told. 
New rules presently being proposed by the Federal 
Trade Commission could change that situation and save 
consumers more than $130 million each year in drug costs. 
The FTC wants to lift the ban on prescription drug 
advertising so that customers can see what the difference 
is in pricing from store to store, and therefore have the 
opportunity to shop for the best drug price just as they do 
for the best meat price or the best furniture price. The ban 
is currently supported by the force of law in 33 states and 
by pharmacist associations in most of the other 17 states. 
Independent pharmacists worry that price advertising 
will allow, if not encourage chain-drug outlets to openly 
slash their prices and drive the smaller stores out of 
business, thus creating a monopoly situation with higher 
prices being the natural consequence. 
We seriously doubt monopolization would ever take 
place in the drug store business. People like to be 
recognized and handled with deference; they like to shop 
in convenient locations ; and they will willingly pay a little 
more for a little more. Drug price advertising will merely 
give the shopper the opportunity to make a choice he does 
not now have the information to make — is the extra 
service and convenience worth the higher price? Indeed, 
at the present time it is the fairly incurious shopper who 
doesn’t recognize the price differential between most 
chain-store operations and most independent drug stores. 
Under the FTC proposal, advertising of prescription 
drug prices is by no means mandatory, just legal. It 
remains with the pharmacist whether or not he will 
advertise his drug prices. 
In the final analysis then, we have to agree with the FTC 
when it maintains that if drug stores are willing to 
compete with one another — independents with chains 
at the level of deodorant and aspirin pricing, then why not 
at the level of prescription drugs as well? The shopper out 
to buy a prescription drug mandatory to the maintenance 
of his health should have as much information available to 
him about that drug as possible. And just as important as 
the ingredients of the bottle is the price.
